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Mum left exhausted 
by son's care needs 


THE mother of a severely disabled 
teenager has slammed adult care serv¬ 
ices in Essex for failing to provide her 
with enough help in looking after her 
son. 

Harjinder Caines (53), of Greygoose Park, 
Harlow, said she has been left exhausted by 
her role as full-time carer for 18-year-old 
Kevin, who suffers from cerebral palsy and 
epilepsy. 

The teenager, who needs round-the-clock care, 
moved back home from a residential college for 
young people in Coventry in June last year. 

Ms Caines claimed that during the three 
months after he moved back she received no help 
at all from Essex County Council’s adult care 
services. 

Since October she has had a care worker visit 
once a week but has struggled to secure the help 
she feels Kevin both needs and is entitled to. 

“I’m livid,” she said. “I have meetings to dis¬ 
cuss the care he needs and then I hear nothing. I 
have been waiting for a care assessment report 
but never received it. 

“I struggle to get vital respite care which I need 
so that I can have time off to recuperate.

“I also need help lifting Kevin because care 
workers refuse to do any lifting unless there are 
two of them there, which I cannot afford. 

“The attitude I get from the county council is 
‘We’ve spent enough time with you’.” 

Ms Caines, who stays awake at night monitor¬ 
ing Kevin in case he has an epileptic seizure, said 
she has often been so tired that she has had to pull 
over while driving for fear of falling a sleep at the 
wheel. 

She added: “I have stopped communicating 
with people. I don’t go out at all because I’m just 
so tired. 

“I used to be the life and soul of the party but 
when I turn up now I’m too tired to even talk to 
anyone so I don’t go anymore.” 

A spokeswoman for Essex County Council 
said: “We are currently looking into the details of 
this case and cannot comment further at this 
stage.”

County seeking 'lowest 
ever' rise in council tax 


ESSEX County Council will increase its 
share of council tax by just 1.9 per cent 
from April - the lowest in 20 years. 

The rise, which is below the current level 
ofn inflation, amounts to an increase of 
£20.25 on the annual bill for an average 
Band D household - or just 38p per week. 

County council leader Lord Hanning- 
field said this week: “The announcement 
once again delivers the lowest ever increase 
in council tax and meets the pledge we 
made to the people of Essex last year to 
keep any rise below inflation.” 

Conservative councillor Sarah Candy, 
cabinet member for finance, added: 
“Despite the perilous state of the public 
finances and ever-increasing demands, we 
are determined to deliver value for money 


for the people of Essex. 

“We have accelerated our transformation 
programme, streamlining our back office 
so that we can put savings back into front¬ 
line services. 

“All these efforts have enabled us to 
deliver savings, efficiencies and increased 
income in the last year of around £85m and 
have allowed us to put forward another 
below inflation level of council tax.” 

The council tax proposal and budget will 
be presented for full council approval at a 
meeting on February 9. 

However, final council tax bills will also 
include elements from Harlow Council, 
Essex Police and Essex County Fire & 
Rescue Service, all of which have yet to 
announce this year’s increases.

Revealed: The 
cash crisis that 
left Hawks on 



the brink 


FORMER Harlow Town FC 
managing director Gary 
Lewis lifted the lid on the 
financial meltdown at 
Barrows Farm when he 
addressed a public meeting 
for fans of the cash-strapped 
Ryman League club. 

After majority shareholder 
and ex-chairman Jeff Bothwell 
announced that a group of busi¬ 
nessmen had stepped forward to 
save the club, Mr Lewis 
revealed the full scale of the 
financial difficulties the Hawks 
has faced over the past three 
years. 

As part of the Gateway Project, 
the club’s old ground at Harlow 
Sportcentre in Hammarskjold Road 
was sold off for housing. 

The Hawks relocated to a pur¬ 
pose-built stadium at Barrows Farm 
paid for as part of the Gateway 
development, but meeting the run¬ 
ning costs has pushed the club to the 
brink of bankruptcy. 

Mr Lewis told Friday’s meeting 
that while the club was at the 
Sportcentre it received preferential 
rates for electricity and water, but 
those were lost following the move 
to Barrows Farm. One result was 
that the annual electricity bill rose 
from £8,700 to a whopping £36,000. 

The football club also had to pay

for a groundsman - a cost met 
by Harlow Council prior to the 
move - which added £18,000 to 
its outgoings. 

Mr Lewis said legal fees had 
risen from £8,500 at the 
Sportcentre to £16,000, while 
the annual maintenance cost 
of the stadium was in excess 
of £60,000. 

While at the Sportcentre 
the club relied on income 
from people using the bar 
and fruit machines, but this 
vital source of revenue also disap¬ 
peared with the switch to Barrows 
Farm in 2006 when the club was cut 
off from the nearby housing estates. 

“BritSec [the security company 
run by Mr Bothwell] heavily sub¬ 
sidised the club over the years from 
June 1, 2006, to May 31, 2008, put¬ 
ting £160,000 into the club,” said 
Mr Lewis. 

Cracks started to show in the 
2006-07 season as the club pushed 
for promotion to the Ryman premier 
division. On the pitch the club was 
successful, but playing costs rose 
from £1,500 a week to £2,000 in the 
last three months of the season, a 
huge amount for a club surviving on 
crowds of around 100. 

After winning promotion, the 
club then spent more money in 
attempting to stay in the premier

division. The amount paid to players 
increased to £2,500 per week. 

“This was to maintain a presence 
in the premier division,” said Mr 
Lewis. “We had gates of 100 people 
paying six or seven pounds a go. 
The running costs were quite con¬ 
siderable.” 

In Hawks’ first year in the pre¬ 
mier division some £30,000 was 
spent on players’ wages. “In 2008- 
09 we were not in a position to sus¬ 
tain that,” Mr Lewis added. 

The club then suffered another 
blow when it lost £10,000 annual 
funding from Village Cars, the com¬ 
pany owned by then club chairman 
Simon Morgan which went into liq¬ 
uidation in 2008. 


Former chairman can now see 
light at the end of the tunnel 


FORMER chairman Jeff Bothwell 
told Friday’s meeting his 
estranged partner Carol, who has 
been chief executive and chairman 
of Harlow Town FC since July, 
had reached an agreement with 
new owners to “forfeit” her 
shares. 

Mr Bothwell said he had also 
given 90 per cent of his shares to 
the new investors for free in a bid 
to save the club which, according 
to the Company Voluntary 
Agreement, is £189,000 in debt. 
“They [the new investors] will own 
90 per cent of the football club. I 
have to give them first refusal on 
my 10 per cent if I decide to sell.” 
Mr Bothwell also disputed the size 
of the club’s debt, claiming it was 
in the region of £120,000. 

“They say we owe £190,000 and 
that’s rubbish,” fumed Mr 
Bothwell. “They say we owe 
Harlow Council £90,000, but it’s 
£ 66 , 000 .” 

Mr Bothwell also disputed the 


amount the club owes in legal fees 
as well as its debts to Barclays 
Bank and brewers Carlsberg- 
Tetley. 

During the meeting, Mr Bothwell 
said he was entitled to £400,000 
from Harlow Council after the 
Hawks agreed to move to Barrows 
Farm as part of the Gateway 
Project but instead converted it 
into 10 years’ free rent (£40,000 a 
year) to help the club. 

“I have not profited from this 
club. I love it too much,” he said. 
He is now confident the new 
investors can rebuild the club and 
clear the debt. 

Those investors are led by former 
Queens Park Rangers defender 
Tommy Cunningham, who was 
director of football for Harlow 
Town FC from July 2003 until a 
the spring of 2008. M 

“I believe this is a great move I 
for the football club,” said Mr ^

Bothwell. “ They will put a huge 
amount of money into the club to 
make sure they are playing 
Ryman League football next 
season. 

“They have the same passion for 
the club that I do. There is light at 
the end of the tunnel.”

A HARLOW man who racially 
abused his girlfriend’s boss was 
told by a judge the UK was full of 
immigrants and “we’ve all got to 
run along together”. 

Remading Bradley Mallia (27) 
on bail for pre-sentence reports, 
Judge Anthony Goldstaub point¬ 
ed out the defendant was of 
Maltese stock, his defence coun¬ 
sel was of Welsh stock and he 


himself was of German stock. 

Emma Nash, prosecuting at 
Chelmsford Crown Court, said 
Mallia, of Bishopsfield, Harlow, 
had a previous conviction in 
2006 which involved shouting 
racial words. 

She said the latest incident 
occurred when Mallia’s girlfriend 
had been employed to deliver 
leaflets for Yasmin Khan. 


A dispute arose over whether 
she had done the job properly and 
should be paid. As a result, 
Mallia confronted Ms Khan at 
her hairdressing salon. 

The court was told he behaved 
aggressively, verbally abused her 
and told her: “p****** Paki. 
Give me the money.” 

He then went to the till area 
and demanded the key to the till 


while banging it before leaving 
the premises. Ms Khan then 
called the police. 

Mallia pleaded guilty to racial¬ 
ly aggravated threatening behav¬ 
iour. 

Adjourning the case for pre¬ 
sentence reports, the judge told 
Mallia he needed help to over¬ 
come his attitude but would not 
be going to prison. 


Anger over future 
of swim pool site 


A GROUP set up to pro¬ 
tect Harlow’s heritage 
has accused councillors of 
“selling residents down 
the river” over the pro¬ 
posed redevelopment of 
the old swimming pool 
site after it emerged a 
covenant protecting the 
land from private owner¬ 
ship was scrapped five 
years ago. 

The land off Fourth Avenue 
- which was originally part of 
the Town Park - was trans¬ 
ferred to Harlow Council by 
the Harlow Development 
Corporation during the 1960s, 
with the stipulation that it be 
used “in perpetuity” as public 
space. 

But following the decision to 
include the site as part of the 
Gateway project in 2005, the 
covenant on the land was subse¬ 
quently ditched by its statutory 
successor The Homes and 
Communities Agency to pave the 
way for the site to be redeveloped 
into a private residential area. 

This has provoked an angry 
reaction from Harlow Civic 
Society members, who claim the 
council have effectively reneged 
on a promise to the public. 

The group’s vice-chairman, 
John Curry, told the Star: “The 
release of a covenant because of a 
change in ownership is not a good

enough excuse to backtrack on a 
promise made to the Harlow pub¬ 
lic. 

“The covenant was there to pro¬ 
tect part of the town’s ever-dimin¬ 
ishing public space from private 
ownership. The decision to 
release it was never publicised 
and no doubt taken behind closed 
doors. 

“The council's unwillingness to 
protect community assets is sell¬ 
ing the people of Harlow down 
the river.” 

The pool was originally set to 
be demolished soon after its clo¬ 
sure in November 2007 but the 
council has yet to find a develop¬ 
er willing to take on the project 
and the building has remained 
empty ever since. 

Tony Hall, chairman of Harlow 
Council’s environment and com¬ 
munity committee, said: “The 
future development of new homes 
on the swimming pool site is part 
of the Gateway project which is 
providing new leisure facilities and 
much-needed housing in the town. 

“The council recently agreed a 
development brief which will 
determine future planning propos¬ 
als for the redevelopment of the 
site once it has been sold to devel¬ 
opers. 

“The covenant was released in 
2005 by the statutory successors 
the Homes and Communities 
Agency.”

Police return to scene 
of attack on teenager 


POLICE investigating a sexual¬ 
ly-motivated attack on a young 
woman in Harlow returned to the 
scene on Tuesday in the hope of 
jogging the memories of poten¬ 
tial witnesses. 

Officers patrolled the 
Toddbrook area between 4-6pm 
asking people whether they 
remembered anything which 
may assist their inquiries into the 
attack which took place at about 
5pm on January 19. 

The teenage victim resisted 
the attack and the man fled when 
she screamed repeatedly. 

Police want to talk to a man, 
thought to be in his late teens, 
who was seen around the junc¬ 
tion of Third Avenue and 
Harberts Road at the time. He is 


described as about 5ft 8ins tall 
and was wearing a navy or grey 
hooded top and dark bottoms. 

Detective Inspector Martin 
Pasmore said: “He is not current¬ 
ly a suspect in this case but I 
need to eliminate him from our 
enquiries. 

“This was a very frightening 
attack on a defenceless young 
woman and the victim showed 
great courage and determination 
in fighting off the attacker. 

“I am determined to bring to 
justice the person responsible 
and believe the answer lies with¬ 
in the local community.”

Problems in need of global solutions 




SIR, John Wilson’s nonsense on global warming 
( Letters , January 7 & 14) needs to be refuted. 
Weather and climate are two fundamentally 
different things. What will happen on average in 
20 or 50 years is much easier to predict than next 
month’s weather. 

In fact, when the global temperature rises,the 
energy in the atmosphere increases and results 
both in more extreme individual events and more 
unpredictability in general. There is no ‘may or 
may not’ about global warming; actual 
measurements of average global temperatures 
show a steady increase over the past 150 years. 
No-one significant denies this today, even the few 
who dispute its cause. But Mr Wilson obviously 
knows better than, for example, former 
government chief scientist Sir David King. 

The human race is faced with an unprecedented 
range of problems. Climate change is one of the 
biggest but there are others - the threat of 
nuclear war which is still with us, the continuing 


conventional conflicts around the world, poverty, 
preventable disease, potential pandemics, food 
supply and - yes - population growth. 

These are all interlinked and need global 
solutions with the maximum co-operation at all 
levels - individual, local, national and 
international. So having a mini League of 
Nations in the town is not a bad thing if it helps 
to counteract Mr Wilson’s narrow parochial 
attitude. 

Currently about 60 per cent of our food is home 
grown, far more than Mr Wilson seems to 
imagine. It could and should be increased, 
climate change being one of the reasons why it 
may in the future be more difficult to import so 
much. 

But shortage of land is not the limiting factor; 
just look around Essex and see all the green acres 
and how much of it is “set aside”. Further, there 
is not a real current worldwide shortage of food. 
While a billion people do go short, the West has 


an epidemic of obesity. 

The projected future population growth is a 
serious matter, and combatting climate change is 
an essential part of the response needed to avoid 
catastrophe. The problem with our politicians 
(and most of those of other countries) is not that 
they are talking too much about global warming, 
but that they are not doing nearly enough. 

The very measures needed to mitigate our 
contribution to global warming are precisely the 
ones best fitted to deal with problems of the 
economy, housing and employment. Alternative 
energy, more efficient transport, planning to 
reduce the amount of commuting which is an 
unproductive activity and insulation of millions 
of energy-squandering homes. These are being 
done, but not on anywhere near the scale 
required.

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Friend's tears 
for victim of 
river tragedy 


AN experienced canoeist wept 
as he told an inquest how he 
tried to save his friend from 
drowning. 

Mark Trant said he repeatedly tried 
to throw a lifeline to Sanjai Chauhan, 
of Pytt Field, Harlow, after he cap¬ 
sized on the River Lea at Wormley 
and at one point got his hand within a 
foot of the 19-year-old before he dis¬ 
appeared under the water. 

“I must have made five or six attempts to 
get him but the force of the water was just 
too strong,” Mr Trant told Essex coroner 
Caroline Beasley-Murray. “Every time I 
threw myself to get him I was just being 
dragged back further. He fought and I 
fought. It just didn’t work. 

The tragedy happened on June 9, 2008, 
SANJAI CHAUHAN but it was not until the following day that

Mr Chauhan’s body was recovered by 
police divers. 

Giving evidence at the inquest held in 
Chelmsford on Friday, Mr Trant said it was 
the first time the pair, who had been friends 
for more than two years, had gone canoeing 
on the River Lea as they usually paddled on 
the River Stort. 

They left the water before reaching a 
weir and had planned to go to some lakes 
nearby but there were too many stinging 
nettles and bushes so they dropped their 
canoes back into the water after the weir. 

Mr Chauhan went first and Mr Trant said 
he saw his friend waiting for him in the 
middle of the weir pool. “By the time I got 
into my canoe and spun it round the current 
was strong,” said Mr Trant. “I looked over 
and he was not where he was. I looked fur-

ther right and that’s 
when it all went 
wrong. 

“I literally saw 
him tip and then go 
under, at which 
point I went for him. 
I threw the rope 
because I had a safe¬ 
ty line, but because 
of the current as 
soon as I stopped 
paddling to throw 
the rope the current 
took me and the 
rope was not long 
enough. I tried and 
tried and tried and 
couldn’t get it.” 

Mr Trant said he 
kept trying to paddle 
back to where Mr 
Chauhan was, all the 
time shouting and 
screaming at him. “I 
was just trying to 
tell him what to do, 
to relax and go 
under, hit the bot¬ 
tom and come out.” 

Coroner’s officer 
Simon Oakley said: 
“The force of the 
water cascading 
over the weir and 
resulting distur¬ 
bance to the water 
caused Mr Chau¬ 
han’s canoe to cap¬ 
size. 

“Despite the best 
efforts of Mr Trant, 
he disappeared und¬ 
er the surface and 
was not seen alive 
again.”

PRIME Minister Gordon Brown gave 
his personal backing to Harlow's 
Labour MP Bill Rammell ahead of 
the General Election this year. 

In an exclusive interview with the 
Star, Mr Brown praised Armed Forces 
Minister Mr Rammell, calling him a 
“great member of Parliament”. 

“He has shown over the last few years 
great distinction as a very senior 
minister,” said Mr Brown. “He has 
done very well telling me what the 
concerns are of the people in this 
constituency. 

“We have been talking about how we 
can maintain the very high standard 
of services we are trying to provide in 
this area and also seeing how we can 
improve on them.”

Harlow MP Bill Rammell and Chris

T WO eagle-eyed 

residents contacted 
the Nostalgia desk 
this week to clarify one 
point in the article which 
accompanied a photo of 
the former Burnt Mill 
railway station.

Becky Trist, of Rose Close, is the 
daughter of Mr Bixby, a former 
Burnt Mill station master. She 
identifies the three buildings in 
the picture as the station master’s 
office, the booking office and the 
porter’s room. 

However, Dorothy Collingridge, of 
Hailing Hill, sent us a letter with 
a slightly different recollection. 

She writes: “As a resident of Burnt 
Mill for many years until it was 
pulled down, I would like to point 
out that of the buildings on the 
right, one was a house and the 
other was Burnt Mill Snooker 
Club. 

“The station master’s house is on 
the left hand side and cannot be 
seen. By the way. it is still 
standing and can be seen down the 
road that also leads to the Loch 
House." 

The picture was provided by local 
historian Ron Bill but we would 
also like to thank William 
Lomasney, of Old House Croft, 
who also lent us a copy of the 
same photograph. 

Mr Lomasney is a former 
signalman who started his career 
at Roydon rail station on the same 
line.

Texting teens are 
the keypad kings 



TWO Korean teenagers 
have been crowned 
the world’s fastest 
texters after winning 
an international 
competition in New 
York. 

Quick-thumbed Young-Ho 
Bae (18) and Mok-Min Ha 
(17) beat 11 teams from 
across the globe to scoop 
the titles - and took home 
an incredible £60,000 
between them in prize 
money! 

Using a variety of mobile 
phones, they had to copy out a 
series of words and phrases 
displayed on a screen in their own 


language, reaching speeds of four 
characters per second. 

To make it more difficult, some of the 
words were deliberately misspelt and 
the teams were penalised if they failed 
to use the correct capitalisation, 
spelling and punctuation in their texts. 
Speaking after the win Young-Ho Bae 
said: “It is amazing that our team won 
the world title! Every moment in every 
round of the texting game was just 
awesome!” 

Second place went to the US team, 
while 27-year-old Pedro Mafias from 
Portugal set a new world record by 
typing a 264-character text in just 1 
minute 59 seconds - 23 seconds faster 
than the previous record set by 
Finland’s Arttu Harkki on April 27, 2005.

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Harlow a hotspot 
for licence cheats 

HUNDREDS of people Harlow were 
caught watching television without a 
licence last year, according to figures 
released this week. 

The TV Licensing agency revealed 
the town had the fourth highest 
number of licence dodgers in Essex, 
beaten only by Basildon, Southend- 
on-Sea and Colchester. 

A total of 796 people in Harlow were 
caught, risking prosecution and a 
fine of up to £1,000. 

Nationally, more than 417,000 people 
were caught watching television 
without a licence last year - 4,000 
more than in 2008. 

TV Licensing spokesman Ian Fannon 
said: “On behalf of the vast majority 
of people who pay for their licence, 
we work hard to catch those who 
attempt to cheat the system. 

’’These figures demonstrate that 
there really is no hiding place for 
licence evaders and we continue to be 
highly effective at catching them.”

CHRISTMAS may now be little 
more than a distant memory for 
most of us, but for those pining for 
a late sprinkling of seasonal cheer a 
Harlow theatre company might just 
have the tonic necessary to banish 
those winter blues.

Yet despite a few shortfalls, the 
Insight's cabin remains a pretty 
pleasant experience, 
particularly for the driver 
thanks to the hi-tech dashboard. 
The smartly designed and 
highly ergonomic controls are 
located around the driver in a 
cockpit style and the extremely 
clear digital and analogue dials 
and displays are a real triumph. 
Passengers also fair well. The 
rear bench is a little cramped 
compared to some mainstay C- 
segment rivals, but access is 
good thanks to a long wheel 
base that allows for well-sized 
doors. With a large glass-house 
the cabin feels airy, too. 

On the open road, the Insight 
proves surprisingly nimble. An 
assured suspension set-up and 
balanced feel mean making 
progress is no chore. 

A CVT gearbox results in 
engine whine in the cabin under 
acceleration, but wheel 
mounted paddles are a neat 
touch and the responsive 
steering is one of the highlights. 
Individual circumstances will 
dictate whether a hybrid proves 
a smarter purchase than a high- 
efficiency diesel model, but the 
Honda Insight’s affordability 
means a greater number of 
drivers now have the option. 
With such strong equipment 
levels, the ES-T model makes an 
attractive alternative.

I f it is possible to make it to 
the end of a Honda Insight 
road test without 
mentioning the Toyota Prius, 
you are not about to find out. 
Frankly, life for any hybrid is 
going to be hard in the all- 
encompassing marketing and 
'money-can't-buy-that-kind-of- 
publicity-celebrity-endorsement' 
shadow of Toyota's eco-friendly 
model. It is, quite literally, a 
halo product. 

However, it is not cheap. In fact, 
a base level Prius will set you 
back £200 more than a top of the 
line Insight. That's no accident. 
With the more affordable 
Insight, Honda aims to bring 
hybrid motoring to wider 
audience. 

Naturally, there are sacrifices. 
The hybrid power-train will 
qualify for exemption from the 
London congestion charge, but 
at 105g/km C02 emissions it 
loses out to the Prius in terms 
of taxation (band B at £15 per 
year) and bragging rights (the 
Prius boasts 89g/km C02 
emissions). 

But using an electric motor 


with 581b/ft of torque powered 
by batteries automatically 
charged under braking and 
coasting, the Insight is able to 
deliver a little more get-up-and- 
go than if it used its 1.3-litre 
petrol engine alone, alongside 
potentially impressive fuel 
consumption for a petrol- 
engined vehicle in the C- 
segment. 

A valve train that shuts down 
when not in use to conserve 
energy and a trip computer 
designed to help develop frugal 
driving techniques play a part, 
but the Insight remains a car 
that has to be consciously 
driven economically in order to 
reap the rewards. It's endowed 
with all the qualities of a hyper- 
miler, but it's less of a natural 


than its ubiquitous rival. 

That said, some might consider 
the comparison to the Prius a 
fatuous one. At £2,000 to £3,000 
more in comparative 
specification, drivers might 
expect the Prius to be a more 
polished product. 

A more sensible comparison 
would be against similarly- 
priced and sized family 
hatchbacks such as the Ford 
Focus Econetic, Vauxhall Astra 
EcoFlex or even Volvo S40 
DRIVe (albeit a saloon model). 
In this environment, the Insight 
ES-T is a more tempting 
proposition. The five-seat, 
family-friendly format with a 
decent boot combines with very 
impressive specification to offer 
a cost-effective package with 


running costs taken into 
account. 

External additions such as the 
colour co-ordinated body, alloys 
wheels and tinted glass give the 
Insight a contemporary appeal. 
A reversing camera is handy too 
- given the poor visibility out of 
the rear - while heated seats, 
automatic wipers and lights, 
climate control, cruise control, 
full electric windows, voice 
recognition sat-nav, USB input 
and a chunky leather steering 
wheel with integrated controls 
mean there's a premium level of 
equipment in the E-ST model. 
That level of luxury is not 
always replicated in terms build 
quality, however. The interior 
plastics feel lightweight in 
places and interior rattles over

Nissan has taken its successful 
sports car formula to the next 
level with the 370Z Roadster. 
STEVE WALKER reports. 

C AR manufacturers seem to 
be devoting more and more 
time and energy to telling us 
how their latest model is cleaner, 
more fuel efficient, safer, cheaper 
to run and better value than the 
one that preceded it. 

This is important information but 
it can be more than a little boring. 
What happened to the good old 
days when the overriding 
considerations were how good a 
car looked and how well it went? 
Nissan is doing its bit to 
encourage a return to the 
important things in motoring 
with its 370Z Roadster, a sportscar 
from the old school. 

The engine is a 3.7-litre V6 that’s 
more than a bored-out version of 
the unit in the 350Z. It features 
Nissan’s Variable Valve Event and 
Lift control technology which 
varies the timing of the intake 
valves and enables a tighter 
control to be kept on the fuel/air 
mixture in the cylinders. 

The result is improved efficiency 
but that’s not the point of the 370Z 
Roadster. The engine produces 
332bhp at 7,000rpm, at which point 
it will be making a noise to send 
shivers down your spine and 
accelerating at a rate liable to 
have a similar effect. 

The 6-speed manual gearbox is 
quite a piece of engineering with 
its optional SynchroRev Match 
system. It can automatically 


match the speed of the engine to 
that required for the next gear by 
‘blipping’ the throttle. It means 
that drivers of any skill level can 
create the impression of having 
executed the perfect heel and toe 
downchange without necessarily 
needing to know what one is. 
There’s also a 7-speed automatic 
option with paddle shifters which 
also has a rev matching function 
when operated in manual mode. 
The 370Z Roadster shares its 
chassis with the Coupe version, 
utilising its fully independent 
suspension with a number of 
lightweight alloy components. 
Loping the roof off a car can play 
havoc with its rigidity but the 
Roadster version counteracts any 
wobbly tendencies with extensive 
reinforcement measures beneath 
the skin. 

The stiffness of the car is also 
helped by the fact that it was 


designed from the ground up with 
this convertible Roadster version 
in mind. The roof itself is of the 
soft-top variety and can be raised 
or lowered in 20 seconds at the 
press of a button. Compared to 
the old 350Z roadster, it has an 
enlarged heated rear window for 
improved visibility and a cleaner 
silhouette with the hood raised. 
The Roadster inherits the 
muscular lines of the Coupe 
version and, if anything, the 
aggression has been ratcheted up 
a notch or two from the old 350Z 
model. Those in the know will 
spot styling cues from Nissan’s 
mighty GT-R supercar including 
the front air intake with its twin 
aerodynamic fins rising like fangs 
from its lower lip. 

Inside, a number of the old car’s 
trademark features are still intact, 
such as the instrument cluster 
attached to the steering column 


that moves as you adjust the 
driving position to guarantee an 
unhindered view of the dials. The 
two-seater layout is retained with 
the high centre console dividing 
driver and passenger seats into 
separate pods. The trademark 
chunky gear lever of the 350Z is 
fatter than ever and there’s plenty 
of adjustment built into the 
Roadster’s figure hugging seats. 
Nissan is making two trim levels 
available with the 370Z Roadster - 
standard and Touring. The basic 
car doesn’t want for a huge 
amount and has a detailed safety 
specification that includes VDC 
stability control, front, side and 
curtain airbags, load limiters and 
pre-tensioners for the seatbelts. 
Despite this, it’s easy to see buyers 
being seduced by the pricier 
Touring models which have the 
excellent heated and cooled 
electric seats, a Bluetooth hands 


free phone system and an eight- 
speaker stereo by BOSE. 

The Touring customers also have 
the option of choosing two 370Z 
option packs. The Sport package 
will be popular with keen drivers 
and includes 19” wheels with 
Bridgestone Potenza tyres, an 
upgraded braking system, the 
SynchroRev Match technology for 
the manual gearbox and the 
Viscous Limited Slip Differential. 
The Navigation package is made 
up of a 9.3GB hard disc music and 
navigation system with USB 
connectivity 

There are no two ways about it, 
the 370Z is a bit of a brute even in 
Roadster form. You’ve got to love 
its honesty but buyers may be less 
enamoured with its fuel economy 
of around 20mpg and emissions 
that would shame a moderately 
sized bonfire. 

Owners can still offset the car’s 
environmental impact by planting 
a couple of Norwegian pine 
forests and fostering a family of 
polar bears. It’s testament to the 
fun factor attached to Nissan’s 
roadster that many would deem 
such a sacrifice well worth it. 

In the age of hybrids, stop and 
start technology, hydrogen fuel 
cells and carbon off-setting, it’s 
easy to forget what the essential 
fun of driving is all about. 
Nissan’s 370Z Roadster serves as 
timely reminder. It isn’t the most 
practical or politically correct 
destination for a £30,000 car 
budget but it could well be the 
most fun.

Cunning 
for Hawks 

Ex-director of football steps in to save club 



A GROUP of businessmen 
led by former Hawks direc¬ 
tor of football Tommy 
Cunningham have agreed a 
deal to rescue cash-crippled 
Harlow Town FC. 

The exciting take over news 
was revealed by the club’s major¬ 
ity shareholder and former chair¬ 
man and chief executive officer 
Jeff Bothwell at a public meeting 
on Friday at The Link. 

The investors have agreed to take 
on the club’s debts, which according 
to the CVA (Company Voluntary 
Agreement) stand at £189,000. 

Former Queens Park Rangers and 
Leyton Orient defender 
Cunningham, now a football agent, 
was originally appointed director of 
football at the club’s old Sportcentre 
ground in July 2003. 

He left in the spring of 2008 to 
pursue other business ventures, but 
has always held the club close to his 
heart. 

Cunningham and two business 
partners will take over the helm at 
Barrows Farm. 

Mr Bothwell said he had given the 
investors 90 per cent of his shares for 
FREE in order to save the club. 

They have also reached an agree-

ment with the shares of current chief 
executive and chairman, Carol 
Bothwell, he claimed. She is the 
estranged partner of Jeff. 

At the meeting, Harlow Town’s 
former managing director Gary 
Lewis revealed the huge increase in 
debt caused by the club’s move from 
the Sportcentre to Barrows Farm (see 
page four for full report). 

This enabled Harlow Council to 
sell the old Sportcentre which is now 
home to hundreds of properties that 
were built as part of the Gateway 
Project. 

Mr Bothwell said the investors 
were desperate to come on board as 
soon as possible in order to stop the 
club dropping down from Ryman 
division one north into the Essex 
Senior League. 

The team is currently marooned 14 
points adrift at the bottom of the 
table. 

Mr Bothwell said he was bound by 
a confidentiality agreement when he 
spoke on Friday and could not reveal 
exactly who was taking over. But he 
said the investors hoped to have an 
agreement in place and be in charge 


by this Saturday’s home league game 
against Maldon Town. 

“I will give all my shares apart 
from 10 per cent. They will own 90 
per cent of the football club,” 
explained Mr Bothwell. 

“They believe they can keep us in 
the Ryman League. I believe that’s a 
tall order. They will put money in. 
They will take on all the debt. 

“One is a football agent and was a 
footballer. They have access to quite 
a lot of talent. They are good football 
people with access to quality players. 
It’s not about people just wanting to 
make a few quid. 

“I believe it’s a good move for the 
club. I’m very, very confident this 
will go ahead. But I am bound by 
confidentiality at the moment. They 
will put a huge amount of money into 
the club. I would not have given away 
my shares if I did not think it was the 
right move for the club.” 

The new investors hope to bring in 
Ryman premier division standard 
players and take the club into this 
league in 2011. 

The deal raises question marks 
over the future of current boss 
Marvin Samuel, but Mr Bothwell 
said that would be a decision taken 
by the new owners.
